2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 73 and 76 lack novehy under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Reddy et al (US 6,486,2 1 0 B2). 

Reddy et al. disclose applicants' claim compound of formula IV and the process for making the same wherein R 1 is Hydrogen. 
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Claim 75 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Somers, (US 6,147,250). 

Somers teaches applicant's claimed compound of formula II wherein n is 0. See US 6, 147,250, column 1 1 , compound of general 
formula I. Somers compound of general formula I encompasses the species of applicants' claim 75. 
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
